Urge that the black mark be removed from 
our state by an immediate effort to bring 
wholesome reading material to those who 
are unable to purchase books for them­ 
selves. 
And after we have done that, then 
Texans will have a real right to brag— 
about something of real value.

Texas and Books 


A sad commentary on the literacy of 
the great state of Texas was made this 
week in a pamphlet published and distri­ 
buted by the Texas Library Association, 
whose chief purpose and intent is to in­ 
crease the number of books circulated in 
the Lone Star State. 
While Texas ranks first in numerous 
things as a state, it holds one honor, which, 
to say the least, is dubious. 
That is the 
distinction of being first in the number of 
people who are without free library serv­ 
ice. 
It leads all of the 48 states in that 
field. 
And, the pamphlet reported, Texas 
janivb 36th among the states in public lib­ 
rary expenditures per capita. 
Thirty-five 
other states spend more per person ‘’arb 
year to provide books for their citizens 
than does this fabulously rich state with its 
oil and gas and iron and lumber and cotton 
and cattle. 
In the state of Texas there are 
150 
-counties with no public libraries at all, and 
only 40 of the 254 counties have bona fide 
tax-supported county libraries. 
Out of 3,700 cities, towns and villages 
in the state, only IOO have public libraries, 
and within our state there are six cities of 
more than 10,000 population which main­ 
tain no public libraries. 
The city of Boston, Mass., spent more 
last year for public libraries than did every 
city, county, town and village in the entire 
state of Texas. 
Only one cent per person was invested 
in libraries last year by our great state, 
while our neighboring states of Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Oklahoma and New Mexico 
spent an average of almost seven cents per 
resident. 
The appropriation from

funds for library purposes for the current 
fiscal year totals only 
$80,270, 
which 
amount is hardly sufficient to mail a penny 
postcard to every resident one time dur­ 
ing the year.

Danger from Tularemia Is Stressed 
By Health Officer; Rabbits Carriers 


Tuleremia, or ‘rabbit fever”, is 
transm itted to 
hum an 
beings 
through the careless handling of 
wild rabbits, and according to Dr. 
George W. Cox, State Health officer, 


every wild rabbit should be nanaied 
with extreme care from the time he 
is bagged, until he is placed on the 
table. 
"If a rabbit is diseased, carless 
handling can cause tuleremia. This 


serious disease is transm itted from 
rabbits to hum an beings, usually 
through direct contact with the in- 
; fected anim al or wth objects con­ 
taminated toy the m eat or fur. Each 
(year many persons contract tulere- 
mjia because they fail to use proper 


; precautions in the handling of the 
rabbits which are killed for food. 
Cox said. 
* 
One of the first precautions reco­ 


mmended is to shoot 
only 
the 
healthly rabbits with enough energy 
to run away from the hunter as lie 
approaches. 
A listless rabbit that 
fails to run is probably sick, and 
should not be taken by the hunter. 
A second im portant safeguard is 
for the hunter or the housewife to 
use rubber gloves in cleaning and 
preparing the rabbit for cooking. 
The gloves should be sterilized after 
using., and. the refuse and paper 
th a t has toudhed the rabbit should 
be burned. 
Hands should be wash­ 
ed thoroughly after the m eat has 
been set to cook. 
Aequate cooking is a fanal safe­ 


guard th a t should be observed at 
all times. 
To destroy any germs 
th a t may be 
present, the 
m eat 
should be cooked at boiling tem per­ 
ature for at least 20 m inutes, regard­ 
less of whether it is to be fried or 
baked later. 
By observing these safety rules, 
Texans may enjoy their rabbit hunts 
and 
rabbit dinners without fear

Texas and Books 


A sad commentary on the literacy of 
the great state of Texas was made this 
week in a pamphlet published and distri­ 
buted by the Texas Library Association, 
whose chief purpose and intent is to in­ 
crease the number of books circulated in 
the Lone Star State. 
W hile Texas ranks first in numerous 
things as a state, it holds one honor, which, 
to say th e least, is dubious. 
That is the 
distinction of being first in the number of 
people who are without free library serv­ 
ice. 
It leads all of the 48 states in that 
field. 
And, the pamphlet reported, Texas 
j ankh 36th among the states in public lib­ 
rary expenditures per capita. 
Thirty-five 
other states spend more per person «sch 
year to provide books for their citizens 
than does this fabulously rich state with its 
oil and gas and iron and lumber and cotton 
and cattle. 
In the state of Texas there are 
150 
^counties with no public libraries at all, and 
only 40 of the 254 counties have bona fide 
tax-supported county libraries. 
Out of 3,700 cities, towns and villages 
in the state, only IOO have public libraries, 
and within our state there are six cities of 
more than 10,000 population which main­ 
tain no public libraries. 
The city of Boston, Mass., spent more 
last year for public libraries than did every 
city, county, town and village in the entire 
state of Texas. 
Only one cent per person was invested 
in libraries last year by our great state, 
while our neighboring states of Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Oklahoma and New Mexico 
spent an average of almost seven cents per 
resident. 
The appropriation from 
the 
state 
funds for library purposes for the current 
fiscal year totals only 
$80,270, 
which 
amount is hardly sufficient to mail a penny 
postcard to every resident one time dur­ 
ing the year. 
Blessed with so many natural resour­ 
ces, and favored by boundless areas of 


providing ample reading material for our 
citizens, and all we need is the will to recti­ 
fy this evil. 
If you want to bring Texas out of the 
unenviable position in which it is placed, 
write your state senator and your state re ­ 
presentative and your governor. 
Urge that 
larger appropriations be made for the buy­ 
ing of books and the building of library 
structures and the training of librarians. 
Urge that the black mark be removed from 
our state by an immediate effort to bring 
wholesome reading material to those who|
